The Houfe divided ; for the-fecond reading now, 
38 ; for the delay till Monday, 22. 

The bill was read immediately, and on the motion 
of Sir W.- Pulteney, ordered to be committed toa 
Committee above ftairs, which is to be an open Com- 
mittee ; that is to lay} that all members have voices 
who attend that Commictee. 

DEFENCE OF THE COUNTRY. 
Mr Secretary Dunpas fpoke to the following effet : 
The motion which I fubmit to the Houfe is in. 
fubftance for leave to bring in a bill to enable his Maje- 
fty more effectually to fecure the realm from the danger 
of iovafion, arid to indémnify perfons who may fuffer in 
their property m endeavouring to carry fuch means into 
execution. Upon that motion I think it neceflary for 
_me to fay a few words. Iam perfeétly aware, that in 
moving for a bill of this general defcription it is natural 
for any man to fay to himfelf “ this is an extraordinary 
meafure ;”” and then to afk himfelf, “ Are we not now 
ia poflefion of the moft powerful navy we ever faw or 
heard of ? Will not the navy fecure us from danger 2” 
I am perfeétly ready to admit that in truth thefe 
quettions fioutd be anfwered in the affirmative. I know, 
and feel with pride, that we are poffeffed of a navy en- 
titled to this defcription, and it is a defcription which 
all mankind is difpofed to give it; but I believe it is 
the opinion of many men of underftanding that the mi- 
litary preparations now making againft us, make it pru- 
dent fx us not to reft entirely fecure upon our naval 
ftrength, great and fplendid as it is. - I am ready alfo 
to admit, that we are poffeffed of a land force greater 
than this country ever poffeffed in any period of its for- 
mer hiftory. Iara ready to admit alfo, that we have 
great forces ftill in referve, and which may be added to 
that now under command. . L:admit, in fhort, that our 
forces by fea and land are at this moment infinitely fu- 

erfer to any thieg which this country could boaft of in 
its proudeft period. Iam ready further to admit, that 
it is not on thefe forces alone, great and powerful as they 
are, that we are wholly to.rely; for I believe moft 
firmly, that ac no period in the hiftory of the world, 

did any country poffefs fuch means of producing volun- 

- tary corps as we do at this very momentous crifis— 

At no period did any country poffefs fuch a general 

inclination to protect itfelf-as this country does at’ this 
hour, which indeed is manifefted by the fifty, or per- 
haps fixty thoufand men who have voluntarily enrolled 
themfelves for their country’s defence, and who are now 

ready to act in cafe of emergency. All thefe things I 

admit as proofs of the general zeal of the inhabitants of 

‘ this.country. But when I flate thefe things and feel 

the truth of them, and appeal.to others to thew their 

- ardour, for. Lknow there is a burning zeal in the people 

of this country te defend its-mterefts, and to come for- 
ward for their own’ fecurity; and indeed I cannot fay 
that one day paffes over my head in which I have not 

a number of affurances from the moft refpectable quar- 

ters, of multitudes- of men eager to come forward 
toast for the defence and fecurity of the country, 
yet I think: fome fuch meafure as this neceffary. It 
may *be’ faid, that, “ with all this. accumulation of 


-force both naval-and military, and with this burning zeal, . 


it can hardly be neéceffary to take any further legiflative 
meafure for our ‘protection, for that we are already 
fafe.”?. Lam. far from feeling in my own mind, any 
tedr for our fecurity ; but at the fame time I am of o- 
pinion that neither’the legiflative authority, nor the ex- 
ecutive power of this country, can do full juftice to its 
interefts, if they do not, enable the voluntary fpirit of 
the country to come forward for its fecurity. This is 
the grand objeét of the meafure which I am going-to 
fubmit to the confideration of the Houfe. I am per- 
fuaded that the feelings ;of, the people would operate 
muft powerfully if left to their -own. exertions ; but if 
the zeal and Spirit of the people can be fo directed as to

be reduced to a fyftem, what may not the combination 


| of thefe advantages produce. 


When every man comes forward in the defence of 
his country even without a fyftem, ‘whet individuals 
are left only to their own effortsy great things may be 
dane when the zeal is pure ; but when they are brought 
under aregular fyftem, their force, in a mafs, thus eel- 
lected, mutt be. irrefiftable, for the merely reducing 
them to a fyftem increafes their {trength ten-fold. Itis 
upon this fentiment that I offer my motion to the Houfe. 
There may be fome who would like to hear what are 
the caufes for the extraordinary meafure that I am a- 
bout to propofe. The caufes are to be found in the 
‘Circumftances with which we are furrounded. We ate, 
ind the people of this country feel it, fighting for the 
deepeft ftake that ever was at hazard with a nation. 
—From the firft moment of the French Revolution, it 
was ftated by fome, becaufe it was forefeen by them, 
that the principles of that revolution were not only ho- 
ftile to the happinefs of the people of this country, but 
alfo inimical to the intereft of every other country in 
Europe. We foon afterwards faw the fedition it pro- 
duced in this kingdom, and we faw that fedition tri- 
umphantly encouraged at the bar of the National Af 
fembly of France. This was only a preparatory f{tep 
to the intended overthrow of the Conttitution of this 
eountry, which was happily fruftrated by timely efforts 
among ourfelves, and the defigns of the enemy in that 
particular appeared to be abandoned, Whether that 
was putting on an appearance to lull us into a fatal fe- 
curity, in order to take it up at a more favourable op- 
portunity, or they thought it hopelefs, is a point on 
which there may be fome doubt—be that as it may, it 
is not now worth while to examine. I fhall not now 
take notice of the proceedings which took place in 
confequence of this fedition both in and out of Parlia- 
ment. They are remembered by moft of us. It is 
fufficient for my prefent parpofe that I am {peaking the 
fentiments of mankind in general, wher I fay that this 
country: is at this moment contending for its exiftence, 
and therefore the zeal of which I have been {peaking 
is eafily accounted for. It is. a zeal that is confiftent 
with the Britith character, a character diftinguifhed in 
hiltory for its courage and firmnefs in the hour of dan- 
ger, and whofe fortitude rifes in proportion to the emer- 
gency of the country. 
Having faid fo much upon general topics, I now 
proceed to a few particulars, ‘The general topics of 
the bill which I am about to move for leave to bring 
before you, are of two or three different kinds. ‘They 
do not, however, go farther than any individuals have 
done already to manifeft their zeal for the fervice of 
their country. The very thing which is propofed to be 
done by the bill was done in the county of Dorfet un- 
der the authority of the Lord Lieutenant, aéting as the 
head of the poffe comitatus. 1 applaud the fpirit of this 
body of men, yet it will admit of a doubt whether fome 
of the objets they had in view were not connected with 
the duty belonging to.the Sheriff as the head of the 
polfe comitatus. In like manner a powerful body has 
been had under the authority of the Lord Lieutenant of 
another country ; but even there it may admit of a doubt 
wiiether their powers are fully adequate to a!l the necef- 
fary objects. The object of the bill isto give this 
power, that people may, near their own home, appear 
in arms to co-operate with the exilting power of the 
country, and to enable, them to follow what they have 
already manifelted to be their inclination. It is alfo 
to give power to extenfive authority to make regulations 
regarding drivers of waggons, and points of this nature, 
Another part of the intended regulation relates to the 
ftock which individuals, fuch as cattle and other pro- 


' perty, may bring to the fervice of their country, and to 


indemagify them for any deftrugion that may happen to 
their ‘property, either in giving it up to Government, or 
in endeavouring to prevent its falling into the hands of 
the enemy. It is impoflible to point out particular places 
at this moment,. but it is part of the intended meafure 
to take fall pieces of ground, for artillery and battery; 
and it is intended that they fhould be changed by'the 
order of the Commanding Officer ; but due’ care is to 
be taken that whatever happens, no man fhall fuffer for 
the aid he may give to the public fervice. Another 
part of the regulation is, that no inhumanity fhall be 
committed in the removal of families, in cafe the enem 
fhould approach and make that removal abfolutely sone § 
fary. In fhort;the general object of the bill is to enable his 
Majelty to call on the Lieutenants of the counties to 
make a return of thofe who are able and willing to come 
forward to ferve their-country; in aid of the military, 
and to give his Majefty the fame power to call them 
forth as he now has for embodying the militia, by which 
the whole fpirit of the country may be prodigioufly in- 
vigorated ; and by which you will prove, that, while o- 
ther nations are falling to ruin, you ftand in the middle 
of the ocean, fearlefs and impregnable, by which you 
will prove, that amidft the wreck of furrounding nations 
there is one {pot upon the face of the globe, which, 
however affailed, is yet invulnerable. 

I am aware of one objection that may be ftarted to 
the plan which Iam now propofing. It may be faid 
that there is danger in putting weapons of offence into 
the hands’of all people in’ this country, or at Jeaft all 
defcriptions of people in this country. I own that on 
thefe points I feel no alarm‘-whatever. I own there 
might be fome danger in thus arming men, ifthey were 
at liberty to act alone ; but here they will be under the 
command of a military power, and under the care of 
martial law ; and 1 believe there is nothing more want- 
ing to add to the confidence of the people in the Go- 
vernment under which they live. Here they will be 
called upon to ferve together ; and this will call forth 
every man’s zeal, for every. man will be aware that he is 
contending for his own fafety. When once men are 
brought to actin this manner, they will be impregnable. 
But when I fay that the country is found and true to 
itfelf, and I am willing to hope the enemy will not at- 
tack us, yet | am very far from faying that there are 
not men among us whom it would not be fafe to ‘truft 
with arms, but who fhoufd be watched with great care. 
—I do not with to fay any thing that may prevent 
unanimity ; but I am forry to fay that there are, I 
will not fay large bodies, but there are claffes of men 
who are not inimical to the Conftitution of our country, 
but who, under the aame of Reform, carry on the moft 
direét, and even avowed treafon:—That there are 
whole bodies of men, at this moment, a@tually engaged 
in correfpondence with the enemy intending to attack 
this country. I know.it to a certainty.to be true. I 
do not wifh to create fufpicion ; but I fay this to thew 
that the’ Executive Government is aware of fome of

I fay this by way of caution ‘to thofe who have no 
fach view, but who call for. that reform, and to thew 


em the danger of their proceedings; for the French 
Menclves have thought proper to take all reformers in 


the lump, and to huddle them together as their friends 
in cafe of invafion. 
I would advife thefe Gentlemen, who wifh only for 


only hold forth encouragement to the enemy. 
fhould not therefore hold forward any fpeculations of 
their own that may have fuch a tendency, however fa- 
vourably they may think of fuch fpeculations. I fay I 
with to guard them againft this mifchief; for 1 again 
{tate it as a fact, that there are men in this country 
endeavouring to forward their views of invafion under 
the name of Parliamentary Reform. 


this country ; for they fhould know and feel they are 
contending for their exiltehce. 

To thofe who once thought that the friendfhip of the 
French ‘was a bafis on which they could build any fe- 
eurity, a few words will, I think, be fafficient.—That 
they fhould not rely on that friendthip I would thew 
them, by calling their attention to Flanders, to Hol- 
land, to Venice, to Naples, to Genoa, to Rome? all 
that was faid to the inhabitants of thefe places’ by the 
French was in the language of friendfhip. But, above 
all, there isa recent inftance of the French fincerity, 
which has indeed called forth the valour and the ardour 
of a long happy and illuftrions nation of heroes ; I mean 
the Swifs Cantons, who were attacked without the leait 
provocation, and are now treated by the French as the 
mott hateful enemies. And here let the Houfe remem- 
ber that lately the French, under the walls of Berne, 
drank * Ruin to the exiftence of Great Britain.” 

I need not fay, that * a are now contending with an 
enemy that has not left you to conjecture what they 
mean to accomplith if they can. They look to the de- 
ftruction of your navy, the deftruétion of your com- 
merce, the deftruction of your revenue, and of every 
thing that has diftinguifhed you from all the nations of 
the world. You fee the ftake for which you are con- 
tending. Need I fay more? I move, * That Icave 
be given to bring in a bill to enable his Majelty more 
effectually to provide for the defence and fecurity of the 
kingdom, and to indemnify all perfons who may fuffer 
in their property, by taking fuch meafures as may be ne- 
ceflary for that purpofe.” 

The Speaker then read the motion. 
General Tarveton faid, as to the fpecific meafure

SIR SYDNEY SMITH. 

The following letter from this gallant officer to his Com- 
mander Sir John Borlafe Warren, while it proves 
the great prefence of mind which Sir Sydney thewed 
ona very trying occafion, ‘fhews alfo, that he pof- 
feffes a truly great and noble fpirit ; for his humanity 
on the hazardous enterprife to which the letter refers, 
was as eminently difplayed as his gallantry. 

“ sir, Diamond, at fea, Fanuary 4, 1795+ 
“ In purfuance to your orders, I this morning look- 


mder my command, in order to verify the intelligence 
of the enemy’s fleet being at fea. I went round the 
welt point of Ufhant yefterday, and the wind being 
talterly, I was obliged to work to windward between 
the fhoals of Point St Matthew, and the rocks to the 
fouthward, in order to come near effough to look into 
the road. We obferved a large fhip under French co- 
Jours working ‘in a-head ; fhe took no notice of us, pro-= 
baby foppoting we were of her own nation, fiom our 
making fo free with the coaft; and I hoitting French 

Hours, having previoufly difguifed the. figure of the 
hip, in order to favour fach adeception. The tide of 
tbb coming ftrong out of the harbour, the enemy’s fhip 
anchored, and I accordingly anchored. at fun-fet a-ftern 
ofher. I was in hopes when the flood made again that

us {peak Englith, they took a0 notice of us, and by day 
light in the morning of thivday, I-hadl attained’a pofition 
froin whence I could difcover the anchorage of Brett 
fufficiently diftiné to afcertain that there were no men of 
war in the road, which is the ufual anchorage. (N. B. 
The bafon is not difcoverabie from without the forts ) 
I obferved the wreck of a large thip on Mengan Ifand. 
As it now became receffary to make the belt of our way 
out of the pallege, I accordingly altered my courfe for 
that purpofe, taking a direction to pafs the line of battle 
thip. A corvette, which was fteering out in a parallel 
dire€tion to us, was the firft who took the alarm at this 
change of movement; fhe brought to, making fignals 
which communicated the alarm to the other two thips ; 
they both hoifted their topfail-yards immediately, and 
began petting under fail. 

My fituation was now extremely critical—I faw by the 
courfe the line of battle thip had taken to cut me off in 
my paflage between her and the rocks, that I could not 
effectuate it, and there feemed no’ alternative but to re- 
move their alarm, by a conduct that fhould befpeak 
ourfelves unconcerned ; I accordingly {teered down 
directly within hail of this thip, which lay in my way 
between Baffe Buzee and the Trepids. I could by 
this time fee that the was a difabled thip, pumping from 
leaks, with jury top-mafts, and that fome of their up- 
per deck ports were without their guns. To avoid 
being queftioned in any way that might embarrafs me 
to anfwer, I began the converfation with the Captain, 
who was in the ftern gallery, in French, accountia 
for my change of cuurfe, by faying, I obferved his dif 
abled {tate, and came down to him to know if 1 could 
render him any affiftance? He anfwered, thanking me 
for the offer, but faying, he had men enough} which 
indeed, I could plainly perceive, as they were crowd- 
ed on the gun-wale and quarter, looking at our thip. I 
could not but hope, from the difabled {tate of the thip; 
that I would be able to preferve my prefent fituation 
under her ftern, fo as to rake her repeatedly, thus be- 
ginning an action, with fuch advantages as would be 
ufficient to enfure us a favourable iffue to the contelt ; 
my guns were of courfe ready pointed, but I reflected 
that it was ufelefs to fire, fince I could not hope to fe- 
cure the fhip, and carry her off from the two others, 
and that the execution of the feryice I was fent upon 
might be rendered totally abortive by the unfavourable 
iffue of fo unequal a conteft as the fighting three to- 
gether ; the utmoft we could do them, would be to 
give him a raking deftruétive fire, and fail awayemThis 
my men were both ready and eager for, buEd ove 
ruled the propofition, confidering that the carnage” 
have been fhocking, from the effe& of our ina) oul 
loaded, enfilading a crowded thip at half-pilta hot, add 
conceiving it both unmanly and treacherous to’ mak 
fuch havoc, while we were {peaking oa friendly te¢ms, 
and offering our afliftance.

in his gracious anfwer to our addrefs this feffion. 

“ While the courage, the vigour, and the difcipline 
of thofe forces muft render them formidable to the ene- 
my, and enfure his defeat, fhould he be defperate e- 
nough to attempt invafion, their zeal, and that of the 
yeomen, to put down rebellion, and cruth infurredtion, 
and to affift the Executive Power in protecting the Joyal, 
the innocent, and well-difpofed, affords the moft con- 
‘vincing proof of their ardent and unthakeable’ attach- 
ment to the beft Sovereign and beft Conftitution that e- 
ver bleffed a free and happy people.
